e IN CF Charity is the peculiar Mark 
%, and Character, whereby Chriſtians 
#j ſhould be known and diſtinguiſh'd 
from the reſt of the World, it is 
| methinks very ſtrange that, that 
Church, which impudently pretends 
to be the only true Church of Chriſt, 
ſhould have no Charity; I need not 
tell you, I mean the"Chutch bf Rome, which is, you 


"know, ſo very uncharitable, that ſhe will allow none to 


be true Chriſtians but only thoſe of her own Communi- 


on, pronouncing Damnation on all others, who though 


they believe in Jeſus Chriſt, yet believe not in his pre- 


tended Vicar, and though, they receive and own the 
Apoſtles Creed, yet reſect that of Pope Pius the Fitth.. 


But this were tolerable, and we would not complain 
of rherfrif they would be content with only thinking 
and ſpeaking Uncharitably of us, with only Curſing 
and Damaning us, with only ſhutting the Gates of Hea- 
ven againſt us. But though this be a dreadful Sentence, 
and one would think, that did they verily believe it 


| would be executed on us, it would be ſufficient to ſatisfy 
and even glut their utmoſt Malice and Hatred againſt 
us, yet it ſeems they are not ſatisfied with it, they not 

only damn us Hereticks, but are forward to burn us too,

not only doom us to Hell, bur, as if they were afraid 
leaſt we ſhould Live to Repent and eſcape Damnation, 
they are for diſpatching us to Hell as faſt as is poſſible; . 

It muſt be confeſs'd, and it ought to be lamented by 


us, that there is too much of this ſuriois, this perſecu- 


ting, this Popifſh Spirit, even amongſt thoſe that call 
themſelves Proteſtants; But how cruel ſoe ver ſome that 
call themſelves Proteſtents may be, yet this J am ſure 
of, that the Proteſtant Religion is no cruel, nor bluody 
Religion; it teaches us to be mild and gentle, to be kind 
and loving, tobe pitiful and Charitable towards all Men, 


even thoſe that not only differ from us in Opinions, but 


bear an implacable Hatred againſt us. But on the con- 


traty, I have a heavy end juſt Charge againſt Popery, 


that it is in its very Nature and in its Principles and Do- 
Qrines a cruel Religion; And though I cannot doubt but 
many Pa piſts may be in their Natures inclin'd to Mild- 


neſs and Mercy, yet the ſtrong byaſs of their falſe Reli- 


gion will ſorce them to be cruel even againſt their Na- 
rures ; So that there is this difference between a Proceſtant 


and a Popiſh Perſecutor, that the former is condemn'd, 
the latter juſtiſy'd by his Religion; For the more crucl 


Papiſts are to Proteſtants, the worſe Chriſtians indeed 
they are, but the better Papiſts. And this 1 think is a 
ſingular commendation of Popety, that the more ftriQly 


any one lives up tothe Rules of it, the worſe he is, and 


a Plain Argument, that ſuch a Religion is worſe than 


none. It is this falſe Religion that has raiſed many 


bloody Wars, and been the caufe of many cruel Maſſa- 
eres and Perſecutions, that has oftentimes armed Princes 


againſt their Subjes, and as often Subjects againſt their 


Princes, that has barbarouſly hutcher'd many Millions of 


this Saints and Servants of God.

Tt would be too great a task for me barely to recount 
to you the ſad and dreadful Tragedies, that Popery has 
ated here and elſewhere, in this and in former Ages: 
And therefore I ſhall confine my Diſcourſe to thoſe only, 
which it has acted in Exg/and ſince the Reformation be- 
gun in King Edward the (ixth's Reign. 

To begin with Queen Mary, How did ſhe perſecute 
her Proteſtant Subjects, carried thereto by the Principles 
of her Religion, and ſpurr'd on by Popiſh Prieſts and 
Biſhops, contrary to her Royal Word and Promiſe ? For 
though her Intereſt prompted her to make fait Promiſes 
to her Proteſtant Subjects, yet her Religion forbad her to 
keep them; the Council of Conſtance having decreed, 
that Faith is not to be kept wich Hereticks. And there- 
fore as I much wonder that any Proteſtants could fo far 
rely on the Promiſes of the late King James, as to think 
they might be ſafe under his Government; fo I much 
more admire, that having try'd him, and been deceiv'd 
and oppreſs'd by him, they ſtupidly long*d to try him 
again, and be once more deceiv*d by him; But I am 
amaz'd, that being under the mild Gvernment of King 
George, they ſt ill hanker after and long for a Popilh 
Pretender, tooliſhly perſwading themſelves that a Popiſh 
Prince may prove a zealous Defender of a Proteſtant 
Church. 

But to return thicher, from whence I made this ſhort 
but aſeful Digreſſion; Queen Mary ſoon went off the 
Stage, whereon ſhe had acted her Part fo very ill, and 
made room tor a better Queen to ſucceed her; and, how 
did that Proteſtant Queen tteat her Popiſh Subjects? 
did ſhe retaliate upon them ? did ſhe ue Boner, as her 
Siſter had Crammer, aud Kidley,and Latimer? did the kin-

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dle Fires and butn- Hereticks in Smithffeld? No; The 
eonfider'd- her Religion better than to give up her ſelf ta 
Revenge, ſhe thought it enough to put a ſtop to the cru - 
elty of Papiſts, but allowd not her ſelf to do any thing 
that might look like an Imitation of it; ſhe ſuffer*d even 
Banner, notwithſtanding all his Cruelties and Butcheries, 
to live quiet and undiſturb'd, free from all terrours, 
except thoſe, which his guilty Conſcience created. But 
did this her Lenity and Mercy towards Papiſts work any. 
good upon them? Was the Biſhop of Rowe leſs cruel ? 
Was his thirſt after Innocent Blood quench'd, or in the 
leaſt abated ? Had Popiſh Prieſts any more Charity for 
Hereticks, than they had in Queen Marys Days, when 
they tied them to Stakes and burnt them? No, the 
Spirit of Popery was ſtill the ſame, à fierce and cruel, a 
furious and perſecuting Spirit, and Popiſ Zeal was as 
hot and burning as ever, though it was not allow'd to 
burn Hereticks; and though: they could not ſock the 
Blood of Proteſtants, yet they thirſted aſter it, and long'd. 
to ſhd the beſt Blood'ia the Nation, the BlooJ I mean 
of that incomparable Queen, Which forced her to ſhed 
fompof chi. f bus 5 gs eee eee 5 
Fope Pius the 5th was her implacable Enemy, and in 
the eleventh Year of her Reign publiſh'd .a | Bull of Ex- 
communication againſt her, whereby he depoſed: her, 
and abſolv*d her Sa5jea3 from theie Allegiance to her; 
and the 1everal Biſhops of Roms, which during the time 
of her long Reign ſucceſſively fill'd rhe Papal Chair, were 
of the ſame Mind as Pius the fifth had been, and trod 
exactly in his Steps; which we muſt nat think ſtrange, 
ſince they were all alike Infallible, and were directed, 
mov'd, and acted by this fame Ati - chriſtian Spirit.

I do not therefore wonder that ſo many Papiſts, eſpe- 
cially Prieſts and Jeſuits, were continually plotting againſt 
ber, ſince the moſt wicked Plots are SanQtify'd when the 
Pope is the contriver or abetter of them, and the worſt 
of Villages, if undertaken-to ſerve Holy or High-Chuch, 
becomes the greateſt Merit, 0 
For the ſame Reaſon Ido not wonder that K ing Phi- 
lip of Spain, to ſhew himfelf a dutiſul Son of the Church, 
zealouſhj eadeavour'd to deſttoy one whom the Pope had 
Curs'd, and was forward to execute the unjuſt Sentence 
which the Biſhop, of- Rome had paſs'd upon her; but I 
cannot chuſe but admite, that ſo mighty a Prince as he 
wes, who could.raiſe, great Armies to fight the Churches 
Battles, deſegd the Faith, and exti pate Hereſy, ſhould * 
ſtoop ſo low as to lire and encourage any execrable Vil. 
lains to Poiſon or Stab her... How much more like a King 
id he. act in 1588, when he ſent an Armada againſt her, 
aud gave it the proud Name of Invincible? But bleſſed 
be God, who was then our Shield, our Rock, and our 
mighty Deliverer. ho check d the Pride of that haughbty, 
Nidnarch, and diſappointed all his. Bloody and Mercileſs 
Deſigns agaialt this Natipng who: vanquiſh'd that Iavin- 
cible Navy, and ſuffzrd ſcarce auy Sup to return home 
With the fad News of their ill Succeſs: From that time

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eduld have put him by; For Pope Clement the 8th, a 
little before Queen El/izaberb*s Death, had put in his 
Caveat againſt King James, by fending two Briefs or 
Bulls into England, one to the Popiſh Clergy, and ano- 
ther to the Laity, whereby the ſorbad them, after the 
Death of her Majefty, to admit any one to be King of 
England, unleſs he were ſuch an one, as would not only 
tolerate the Roman Carholick Religion, bur by his beſt 
Endeavours and Force Promote it; which Bulls were 
lodg'd in Garnet the ſeſuits Hands, as he himfelt, when 
he was upon his Tryal, own'd; and though they were 
never Publiih'd, the times not ferving for it) yet I can't 
but obſerve that the Popes bare ſending of them into 
England was to thoſe Papiſts, that knew of them, (as 
I believe moſt of them did) a ſuffiient Warrant ſor 
engaging themſelves in Plotts againſt King James. I am 
ſure, it we believe Cateſh, it was this that chiefly encou- 
rag d him to engage himſelf in the Powder Plot. For 
when Gun t, Diſcourſing with him about it, ſeem'd to 
de ſice that the Pope's Conlent might be obtain d, Cateſty 
an ſwer'd, that he took that for granted by the Pope in 
the cwo Bulls before, For “ if x were lawful, ſaid he, 
nat io receive or to repel King James, as the ſaid Bulls 
& did jm port, then is it la a ſul to expel or caſt him out. 
Hut though che Popiſh Farty Plotted againſt that King 
before they had experience of him, yet methinks after 
they had try'd him, and ſound him fo mild merciful and 
Indulgent a Prince, that he could not be brought to put 
in Execution thoſe ſevere, hut Juft and neceſlary La ws, 
that had been enacted againſt them in the Queens Reign ; 
me thinks, I fay, they ſhould then have been ſo far from 
altempł ing to take a way his ſacred Life, that on the con- 
4s trary 
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trary they ſhould have pray'd for the long continuance of 
it. But King James was a Heretick ; and Hereticks, - 
how mild and gentle ſoever they be, are not to be trea- 
ted mildly 3 they ate al, without Diſſ inction and wit h- 
out Pity, to be extirpated by Fire and Sword, as the 3d 
and ath Late an Councils ha ve decieed. 
It was reſolv'd therefore that the King ſhould be Dif- 
patch'd, and ſent out of the World; and, that he might 
at his, Neath be Royally attended and waited on by a 
great Company of his Nobles and Gentry into the other 
World, their Deſign was to Blow up him and his Parlia- 
ment with, Gun powder, of which they had lodg'd a 
great Quantity in theCellars undet the Par iameut- houſe; 
a Defigu fo horrid and b'oody, ard fo prodigiouſly bar- 
barous, both in the Subſtance and (i cumſtances of it; 
that it is not to be Parallel'd in all the voluminous Re- 
cords of Time from the Foundation of the World. 
But you'll ſay, Were there not many Roman Catho- 
licks in the Parliament in thoſe Days? And could they 
find in their Hearts to Murder them with Hereticks ? 
1] hough it was a plain and clear Point with them, that 
tas lawful to kill Herericks, and barely to have doubred 
of that wouid have ſavour'd of Hereſy ; yet methinks, 
they ſLou!d have ſcrupled the killing of Roman Catho- 
licks together with them : Why ſo they did, and 'tis 
worth our Obſervation, that Cazeſby to prevent all ſuch 
Scruples or Doubts which might ariſe in the Winds of the 
Plotters, or to remove. them when riſen, apply'd 
himſelf to Garzer, Superiour of the Jeſuites, and 
fought his Judgment and Reſolution in the Caſe ;

To which Queſtion the Reverend Father! thus adviſedly

« Lawful to Kill and "Deſtroys them all.. Divinely An- 
ſwer'd by the Popiſh Oracle] Ir ſeems then, if it be for 
the Advantage of the Roman Catholicks to Deſtroy and 
Murder us Hereticks, it is a reſolv'd Caſe and even a 
Matter de ide, that tis la ful to do it. Nay ſuch is their 
Teal to kill Hereticks, that rather than they will ſpare 
them, they will be content to cut off ſome of their dear 
Roman Catholicks, provided that the Number of the 
-Slain be greater on the Heretical Side. And therefore 
. we Hereticks, whether LowWor High- Church Men, whe-

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Highneſs the Prince of Oraage to come with an Army 
and reſcue them from the tyranny and Oppreſſion of a 
Popiſh King; So that brave Prince being heartily Con- 
cern'd for the Proteſtant Intereſt, which he ſaw was very 
much ſunk in Exgland and was like to fink proportiona- 
bly in other Parts of the World, readily comply'd with 
their honeſt and pious Requeſt; And landing with an 
Army ia 1688 brought a much long'd for and joyful De-

he having more than deſerv'd the Crown, the Lords and 
Commons of England out of a grateful Senle of his Me- 
rit, and a due Regard to their own and the Nations Wel- 
fare, freely offer'd it to him; rightly judging. no Head fo 
fir to wear it, as that of ſo excellent a Prince, and ſo great

lyday, and, as oft as it Returns, will call to our Minds 
a two-fold Deliverance, the one which God Almighty 
vouchſaf'd to Our Anceſtors 111 Years ago; the other 
which he vouchſaf'd to us 28 Years ago; the former a 
Deliverance of King James the Firſt and his Parliament 
from the Popiſh Gunpowder Treaſon ; the latter a De- 
liverance of the Good People of England from King James 
the Second, a Popiſh King, and Grandſoa of King James 
the Firſt. And therefore the fifth of November calling 
now more loudly to us for Thankſgiving, than it did be- 


fare King William Landed upon it, I greatly admire that 
| many 
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many not gnly of the Laity, but alſo of the ſacred Or- 


er are more deaf to that Call to Thankſgiving now, than 
they-formealy Were, and ſo much the more ſlight the 
Day, by how much the more God hath Ronour'd it;

-wake, and perceiving themſelves to have been hitherto 
only in a frightful Dream of arbitrary Power and Slavery, 
apply ing the former to their Jare Divino King, and the 
latier to their own miſerable ſelves, would be content 
with and ſubmit to a legal and rightful King, a King that 
will govern them by Laws of their own chooſing, and 
not by his own ſole arbitrary Will and Pleaſure. 

O that we werealltruly and really Hasoverians, and 
would heartily join tegether in defending the Proteſtant

George has not the Hereditary Right founded in proximity 
of Blood, fo he does not need it; aflerts, that he has the 
legal Right founded in and ariſing from the previous con- 
ſear of the States of the Realm aſſembled in Parliament, 
that is of all the People, and eſtabliſh'd by a mutual Con- 
tract between him and them; Maintains, that though 
the King's Legal be but a humane Right, as being deriv'd 
from Men, conſenting and agreeing to Place theSovereign- 
ty in him, yet tis as. good a Right as any Soverign Prince 
in the World has to his Crown. Laſtly he afficms, that 
whoever has the Legal, Which is a haman Right to Go- 
vern us, has alſo fo long as he Rules us by Law, a Divine 
Right to our Obedience, not by virtue of any Stipula- 
tion or Coatract bet ween him and us, but by virtue of a 
Divine Command, which requires us to Obey Magiſtrates, 
and to be ſubject to the higher Powers. From what bas 
been ſaid it appears, that there is the widalt Diſtance that

their Pulpits, 'when we are ſure/they do not, by ſaying, 
Pray we, and let us Pray, and you ſhall pray, and I re- 


quire you to pray for King George; all which Expreſſions 
are Forms of ſpeaking to Men, but not cf praying to 
God, Fe. Yet this i will be bold to ſay, that under 


God 
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God they owe it to King George that they have any Pul- 
pits to Pray or Preachin, Though [ perſwade my felf 
there were many other Paſſages in the Speech that were 
not agreeable to your Palate, yet you ſeem'd ro diſguſt 
this moſt of all, and thought fit to ſingle it aut, and take 
me to task for it before your Congregation, to let all 
your Admirers ſee, what a Champion you are for High- 
Church, and how eaſily you could knock down a poor 
Low- Church Man without any Force of Reaſon, ich. 
out any Strength of Arguments. bo Tie ſole Vertue of 
Eccleſtaſtical Canone Conſtitutions, which, as ! ſhall 
Mae , when rightly underſtood, ate ſa far ſro.n ma- 
king for you, that they are direQly againſt you, 
Now, Sir, your Pulpit-heat being over, as I hope, 
during which I thought it Prudence to keep Silence, give 
me leave to have ay tura of ſpeakiag, and to argue the 
Matter calmly and cooly with you. Lask you what is 
it in the ſore nention'd Paſſage of the Speech, which you 
are ſo highly diſpleaſed with? Is it, that I affirm thoſe 
['xpre{fons, © Pray we, and let us Pray, and you ſhall. 
Pray, and I require you to pray for King George, are 
oaly Forms of ſpeaking to Men, but not of praying to 
God? No; you freely own'd and confeſs'd in your rail- 
ing Sermon, that thoſe Expreſſions are not Prayers, but 
{to uſe your own Words) are only Exhortations and Ad- 
monitions to the People to pray for him; and you ſeem'd 
tobe(calible, that to Exhort, and Admoniſh, and bid: 
the People Pray ſor King George, is not to pray ſor him. 
I thank you Sir for this Conceſſion, which I hope yon 
will ſtand to; and now I will take leave, whether you. 
will grant it or no, to draw ſach Concluſions as will na- 
turally follow. from it.

It follows, that you have never pray'd for King 
George in St. Philips Church Pulpit, before your Sermon,
